“This langunge, standing alone, would
seem to confer upon Chinese persons
who had become citizens of Hawail on
or before August 12, 1888, the status of
clitizens of the United States. This
would include not only the rlght to en-
tor and re-enter the Territory of Ho-
wall at will, but the rvight to enter the
United States proper and exerclsgse here
all the richts of cltizenship, Including
the right to vote and to hold office. 1
am persuaded that (L was not the in-
tent of Congress to make cltizens of
this class of Chinese persons and [ ns-
glgr the follcwing ressons for thils con-
clusion:

First—The convention of 1804 with the
Chinese, Article 4, provides that Chi-
nese in the United Sintes shall pot have
the right to become naturalized, and
Section 14 of the act of Mey, 1882, pro-
vides thuat no state or federal court
shall ndmit ns cltizens any Chinese
persons, It ls hardly to be concelved
that Congress intended to grant  full
cltizenship to a clasg of Chinese In a
distant land, wro, If domlciled in our
midet could, under no clrecumstances,
become citizens of the Unlted States

The second reason assigned la that
the nawuralization laws of this country
were extended to Hawall by the or-
ganic act as a who'e, and consequently
It Is not te be supposed that Congress
meant to naturalize by wholesale as
eitizens Chinege who subsequent to the
aperation of this organle aet could not
become cltlzens,

The third reason is that by the pro-
vision of the organic act for the jssu-
ance of certificates of resldence to the
Chinese In the Territory of Hawall, L1e
Congress mennd to imply that all lnws
governing Chinese in this country were
in force In Hawall, and as tae time for
the taking out of sach certifieales was
nt an end its exienszlon for one year
from the date of the operation of the
organle law was necessary to prevent
hardshlp to the Chinese resldents. In
claborating this polnt the Sollicitor goes
Into the relatlons of this Government
,with the Chinese within its boundanlies,
calling attentlon to the fact that thils
race alone of all on the face of the
globe |s denled the rights of cltizenship
here, not only when the persons come
from their own land but In case they
come to this country from any other,
Attention is called to the apparent con-
flict of soctions 4 and 101 of the organic
aot and the opinion given that it was
the Intentlon of Congress to make the
exclusion laws of this country apply to
Chinese In Hawall whether they had
obtalned thelr cltlzenship during the
life of the republe or at @n  earller
period,

It Is a safe prediction to make that
any action which may be found neces-
sury to take under this decision will
be watched here with more than ordin-
ary Interest, Th: Geary excluslon law
wil cense In its present operation June
40th, 1902, Already there has been dis-
cussion of Ity working and of the
menna which will be taken for s re-
ennctment. The bill in a slightly modi-
|figd form will be Introduced ®ut this
